DETAILED ACTION 



Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The references cited in the Search Report from JPO have been considered, but 
will not be listed on any patent resulting from this application because they were not 
provided on a separate list in compliance with 37 CFR 1 ,98(a)(1 ).

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed.

Claims 1-14 are allowable because the prior art fails to disclose or make 

obvious, either singly or in combination, a photon number state generating apparatus 
comprising, in addition to the other recited features of the claim, "a controller for 
controlling the gate device in response to a photon number information from the photon 
number detector". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
